General Enrique Estrada, leader 
of the revolutionary movement 
against Lower California, who was 
eaptured with his army of 150 
men near here last Sunday, was at 
liberty today on bail of $20,000, 
furnished by a surety company. 

Because the Marine Corps de- 
sires to be rid of them, and for 
“psychological reasons,” the little 
army of 150 men under command 
of General Estrada, which was 
captured at their concentration 
camp preparatory to an invasion 
of Lower California, will be dis- 
tributed among the county jails 
of Orange, Imperial and San 
Diego counties.

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MUSIC AND THE MOVIES 


Difference of opinion there may be as to the in- 
fluence exerted by the movies upon literary and dra- 
matic taste, but there scaicc iy can he any doubt con- 
cerning the contribution of ihe moving piciure theatre 
to musical appreciation in the United States. The in- 
fluence, to be sure, has been indirc-t, but for that 
very reason perhaps, it has been more potent. 
_ Early in the development of the moving picture 
industry, theatre managers discovered that the ‘‘sil- 
ent drama’ was more effective 1f a musical accom- 
painment were provided, and even when film pro- 
ductions were still relatively crude, most movie houses 
were provided with at least the nucleus of an or- 
chestra. In some instances, the old weeze abou: the 
orchestra “‘re-moving his cigarette from his mouth and 
starting to pound the piano keys’’ was apropos, but 
even this somewhat primitive institution contained the 
germ of the present elaborate” musical organization 
which today is an essential part of the entertainment 
facilities of the high-class motion-picture theatre. 
In many of the larger cities there are motion pic- 
ture theatres which stress the musical program more 
strongly than the film features of the entertainment, 
and virtually every high-class movie house endeavors 
to provide a respectable orchestra. 
Before the advent of the movie, the general pub- 
lic often..had small opportunity, and less inclination, 
to avail itself of good orchestral music. With first 
class musical programs provided daily at eee 
prices, and as a sort of side dish, as it were, the aver- 
age young American has heard more classical and 
semi-classical compositions than ever before in the his- 
tory of the country, and his taste in such matters has 
been elevated almost in spite of himself. And the 
same holds true for organ music, which previously was 
rarely heard outside the church.

It is stated on authority 
that unless Sheffield can throw 
some new light on the situation— 
and the State Department claims 
to be fully advised of every devel- 
opment—this country will con- 
tinue a “hands-off” policy and re- 
gard Mexico as a friendly neigh- 


bor. 
The Ambassador has made no 
effort to conceal his wish to 


have the United States make 
strong demands upon Mexico for 
modification of the anti-alien laws, 
it is known. He claims that they 
violate the spirit of the agreement 
upon which the Harding adminis- 
tration resumed relations. 

It is claimed by Sheffield that in 


the agreements upon which re- 
cognition was based Mexico de- 
clared that American property 


rights acquired prior to the en- 
actment of the 1917 constitution 
‘would be protected. Since then 
‘Mexico has passed laws which in 
‘his opinion confiscate all American 
properties, or make it well nigh 
impossible to operate them. 

These anti-alien laws above all 
other’ troublesome matters, unless 
modified, threaten the continued 
friendly relations between the two 
countries and even Mexican re- 
cognition, Sheffield learned. 

On the other hand the State De- 
portment takes the view that there 
is nothing new in the alien land 
and, petroleum laws.
